will not permit any Roysl Ac, to be iffued con- 
trary to the forcfaid Deglerations and Editts, in 
order to keep inviolably a Law ſo Cheiftian, fo 
Juſt, and fo Neceſſaty ; and thus, God, his Saints, 
aod Evsageliſte, have me in ProteGion.
